Dazzle 
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‘Grand dame’ fashion show maintains its ‘chic’

The srande baw of fashion shows is 54 this year and as 
chic sophisticated asever. 

The Ru b-Presh yterian-St. Luke's Fashion Show 
debute ‘ing it the oldest, continuous fashion 
show in the conn Scheduled this year for Sept. 24, at 2 
p.m. in Chicago's Medinah Temple, it will again feature the 
lavish array of fashions, furs and jewels that mark the 
show’s well-earned reputation. 

And it’s all for a good cause. When the last of the 200 
volunteer mannequins crosses the stage this year, the 
benefit will have raised more than $3 million for the 
hospital’s Medical Center. 

The 1980 show is billed as the largest in its history. The 
stage set, designed by James C. Maronek, in keeping with 
the theme, ‘‘Dimensions in Design’’, is described as 
“stark, sophisticated and futuristic’’ by show chairman, 
Mrs. Edward Hines of Northbrook. 

Many of the 270 members of the Medical Center’s 
Woman's Board, which sponsors the show, live in North 
Shore communities and work year-round as hospital 
volunteers and fund-raisers par excellence. The fashion 
show is but one of the board’s fund-raising activities, 
among which are publication of an annual newspaper sup- 
plement and operation of the tea room and gift shop in the 
hospital. 

Successive generations of women, including daughters 
and granddaughters of original mannequins, have modeled 
in the fashion extravaganza which also claims the distinc- 
tion of being the largest non-profit fashion show in the 
country. 

When 62 women modeled in the first show, Marshall 
Field & Company, Spaulding and Company, and Chas A. 
Stevens & Co. were among the original exhibitors. The 
three businesses have continuously appeared in every 
show since. 

That's a record almost matched by Mrs. Harry B. Clow 
of Lake Bluff, who will this year celebrate her fortieth con- 
secutive appearance on the runway. 

- Both first-time show-goers and every-year regulars look 
forward to the mid-production highlight of bride and bridal 
party, presented every year by Field's. 


More than just a parade of current and avant garde 
fashions, the show is a well-planned and smoothly-run pro- 
duction that provides a social afternoon for the audience of 
4,100 and a day of strenuous, though enjoyable, activity for 
the 200 mannequins and 200 additional people (about 100 of 
them members of Woman's Board committees) necessary 
to the production. 

Thanks to the fashion show, the variety of other projects, 
and the women’s fund-raising expertise, the Board has con- 
tributed more than $100,000 annually inrecent years to sup- 
port Medical Center programs in pediatrics, nursing and 
other fields. 

An endowment of $750,000 for a Woman’s Board chair in 
pediatrics was completed in 1976, the first such chair ever 
endowed by a hospital auxiliary. 

The group next decided on a pledge of $2 million to the 
Woman’s Board Cancer Treatment Center, a goal that is 
‘‘close’’, according to Mrs. Bowen Blair of Lake Forest, 
board president. 

For the past 35 years, the fashion show has traditionally 
had a sponsor who, until 1968, financed the cost of the set

Wednesday afternoon I was with 4,000 women. 

Some of them were beautiful and most of them were 
rich, at least rich enough to pay $40 for the pleasure of my 
company.

the beautiful and famous fashion editor to Medinah Temple 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The place was packed with women. This annual event is 
usually packed. The money it raises goes to help the Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center, a worthy cause. I 
marveled at so many good hearts. 

“This is a big party. Clothes are incidental,” the fashion 
editor whispered. “Most of the women come to see their 
friends. See who's aged over the last year, who’s put on 
weight.” 

SHE WAS RIGHT. In many ways, Wednesday’s fashion 
show seemed more like a huge Lake Forest garden party 
than a display of the latest styles. 

The vast, vast majority of the women in the show have 
never modeled before, except each year for this show. 
Some have been one-day-a-year models for generations. 

But the styles were on display, and if there is one thing 
that could be gathered from the extravagant display of fin- 
ery on stage, it was that America’s designers are getting 


. their inspiration from places other than the good old U.S.A.

Still, there were good old-fashioned clothes, thanks to 
such stalwarts of American common sense as Ralph Lauren 
for Brittany Limited and Gloria Sachs for Lord & Taylor. 


THERE WERE EVEN some men modeling clothes. One of 
them, Fahey Flynn, received the largest round of applause 
even though his blue corduroy pants were too long. 

Flynn was one of a handful of celebrities who modeled 
Wednesday. While most of the people in the show are sure- 
ly the stars on someone’s party list, such TV “personal- 
ities” as Jim Tilmon, Jorie Lueloff Lee Phillip and Flynn 
were the major attractions. It seemed to me that they could 
have come out dressed in Hefty garbage bags and still got- 
ten applause. 

But back to fashions. Kathy Byrne, the mayor’s daughter, 
looked slinky and serious in a gold and black harem pants 
outfit.

ONE OF THE DAY’S most memorable displays was a 
bridal party of little kids—boys dressed in Eton jackets and 
the girls in gem-colored dresses with collars of antique 
lace. The sighs produced by those Marisa Martin creations 
for Marshall Field’s. veritably raised the roof. 

For those more interested in the adult form, there was 
Halston’s display of the slinkiest peekaboo clothing this 
side of a Las Vegas chorus line. And for those with other- 
wordly tastes, there were the fur and wool coats of Thom- 
as McElroy, modeled by women in shimmering masks. 
Even the urban cowpeople got their moment, with a taste- 
ful display of big bucks duds courtesy of the Red River col- 
lection of Neiman-Marcus.
